The programs of the Foundation are many and multi- 
faceted. They range from the preservation and manage- 
ment of provincially-significant heritage properties, 
owned by the Foundation and valued at approximately 
$65 million, to the awarding of more than $1 million 
annually in grants for architectural restoration, archaeo-

WHO WE ARE

he Ontario Heritage 
Foundation, established by the Province of Ontario in 
1968, operates under the Ontario Heritage Act. The 
Foundation is directed by a board of private citizens 
appointed by the Lieutenant Governor in Council from all 
regions of the province. Each director has demonstrated a 
strong interest in heritage preservation activities and is 


committed to making Ontario's heritage a living legacy. 


The Foundation operates under the guidance of six 
standing program committees: Trust Property, Archaeol- 
ogy, Architectural Conservation, History, Natural Her- 
itage, and the Niagara Escarpment. The program com- 
mittees and full board meet quarterly, and the work of 
the Foundation is supported by the staff of the Heritage 
Branch of the Ministry of Culture and Communications. 


The Foundation relies on a variety of sources for funds to 


carry out its work: 


ean annual operating grant from the Ontario Legislature 


through the Ministry of Culture and Communications; 


e dedicated grants for special projects it undertakes 


directly; 
einterest from reserve and general funds; 
e rental income from properties; 
e gifts of cash and property; and 
e private sponsorship of programs and projects. 


Many projects have been made possible by the financial 
support received from all levels of government, agencies, 


corporations, organizations and individuals.

Most Foundation properties — 
artifacts, works of art, historic buildings and natural her-

The Ontario Heritage Foundation, through its Trust 
Program, is responsible for acquiring, restoring, manag- 
ing and promoting provincially-significant heritage prop- 
erties held in trust, and for negotiating legal easement 
agreements to protect heritage properties under private 


ownership.

The Foundation also holds in trust more than 20 natural 
heritage sites. These include the Fleetwood Creek Natu- 
ral Area, south of Lindsay, and the 200-acre Great 
Manitou Island in Lake Nipissing. The latter is part of a 
nature reserve managed by the Ontario Ministry of 


Natural Resources.

The Ontario Heritage Foundation is respon- 
sible for advising the Minister of Culture and 
Communications on the licensing of all arch- 
aeological explorations, surveys and field- 
work in the Province, and for monitoring the 
fulfilment of conditions associated with those 
licenses. This is to ensure that fieldwork and 


reporting are of a consistently high quality. 


The Foundation provides grants to assist graduate 
students in archaeology and to support archaeological 
research and publications in Ontario. It also initiates 


projects in the areas of education and communications. 


The Archaeology Program Committee has resumed 
publication, after a 60-year gap, of the AARO (Annual 
Archaeological Reports, Ontario), a compilation of the 
work of professional and amateur archaeologists in the 
province. It has also given a series of emergency grants, 
for example, to the Frandenburg site, a historic Neutral 


village on the Grand River.

The 252-page manual PPS 
is intended to provide all those 
involved in conserving built heritage 
with a common base of knowledge 


and principles. 


In its support for restoration projects, 
the Foundation is committed to keep- 
ing architecturally- and historically- 
important buildings in active commu- 
nity use wherever possible. Examples 
of this include financial support for 
the restoration of the former Teacher’s 
College in London and the Tourist 
Publicity “Pagoda” in Thunder Bay. 


The Foundation supports the work 
of Ontario’s more than 190 Local 
Architectural Conservation Advisory 
Committees (LACACs), who play a 


major role in raising awareness of 


conservation issues, through programs such as provincial 
LACAC conferences and the production of a series of 


educational video cassettes describing the role and 


responsibilities of LACACs.

Through its Historical Program, the Foundation seeks to 
encourage, support and promote excellence in efforts to 
document, interpret and present Ontario's multifaceted 


heritage. 


It provides grants for research, publications, exhibitions, 
and festivals, and it undertakes youth education and 


heritage tourism promotional projects. 


The Foundation is also responsible for the Provinces 
historical plaquing program which commemorates signif- 
icant people, places, buildings and events. To date, more 


than 1,100 plaques have been erected. 


Current priorities include increasing awareness of the 
Province s Franco-Ontarian and Native heritage and its 
multicultural past, and providing improved services to 
Franco-Ontarians, First Nations, ethnocultural groups 


and northern Ontarians.

Citizen participation and agency co-operation are keys to 
the success of the Foundation’s Natural Heritage Pro- 
gram, which seeks to protect significant natural sites 
ranging from wetlands and woodlands to grasslands and 


geological land formations. 


Although sites are acquired through gifts and bequests, 
many others are protected through conservation ease- 
ments, management agreements and stewardship award 


programs involving private landowners. 


The Foundation provides grants for land acquisition 
projects, research, public education and communication 
projects. It supports the work of the Natural Heritage 
League — a coalition of 31 private and public-sector nat- 
ural heritage organizations — and administers funding for 
the Carolinian Canada Land Protection and Stewardship 
Program, a co-operative effort between government and 
non-government agencies to protect 38 critical natural 


areas in southwestern Ontario.

iagara Escarpment 
Program + The Foundation is playing a major role in 
preserving Ontario’s Niagara Escarpment by managing 
the Province’s Niagara Escarpment Trust Fund. This 
Fund is being used to purchase property to complete a 
system of over one hundred parks to be connected by a 


secure route for the Bruce Trail. 


The Foundation also accepts donations of Escarpment 
property on behalf of the Province, and negotiates con- 
servation easement agreements with private landowners 


to protect significant natural and historical sites. 


Through a special grant program, the Foundation pro- 
vides funding for private land stewardship initiatives, 
research, fundraising and public education projects that 
promote wider public appreciation of the importance of 
preserving the Niagara Escarpment as essentially a natu- 


ral environment. 


The Foundation also provides advice and grants to con- 
servation authorities, provincial parks and other heritage 


organizations for the development of interpretive and 


public educational programs, research and publications. 


A GIFT OF THE PAST IS A GREAT PRESENT 


The Ontario Heritage Foundation accepts: 

e CASH DONATIONS for specific projects or to 
assist with the Foundation’s many and varied activities. 
As a means of generating additional revenues, cash dona- 


tions are placed in trust funds until required; 


e NATURAL AREAS which are considered to be of 
provincial significance for their natural heritage features. 
Wherever possible, these properties are made accessible 
to the public for appropriate recreational and educational 


purposes; 


e BUILDINGS of architectural and historical 
importance to Ontario. These buildings are preserved to 
reflect their history, while at the same time adapted to 


serve community needs; 


e ARTIFACTS AND WORKS OF ART which relate 
to the history or interpretation of Foundation-owned 


properties; and 


e GIFTS IN KIND to assist with the restoration, 
furnishing and operation of Foundation properties. The 
Foundation relies heavily on the generosity of the corpo- 
rate and trade sectors for support through gifts-in-kind 


which can significantly reduce financial requirements.
